President Sends Important Mes-

TRAFFIC ON INLAND WATERS, 


Points Dot That a Heap of Talking 


Has Been Going on Over "Ccrtaio 
Questions,'' but He Has Failed to 


i Get Any Practical Suggestions Up to 


Date. 


MrashiiiKton, Jan. 14.—President Tuft

To the Sen.-ite and House of liepri--

In my annual message I reserved 


lhe subject of the conservation of OKI- 
national resources fur discussion In n 
special message.1, as follows: 


"In several departments 
there Is 


presented the necessity for legislation 
looking to the further conservation of 
our national resources, and the sub- 
ject Is one of such importance as to 
require a more detailed and extended 
Uiscusslou than can be entered upou 
In this communication. For that rea- 
son I shall lake an early opportunity 
to send a special message to congress 
on lhe subjccl of lhe Improvcmcnl of 
our wnlerwiiys; upon lhe reclamation 
und Irrlgallou of arid, semlarid and 
swamp hinds; upon tho preservation 
of our forests and the roforesllng'of 
suitable areas; upon the reclnshlllca- 
tloir of the public domain with a view 
of separating from agricultural set- 
tlement mineral, coal and phosphate 
lanels and sites belonging to the gov- 
ernment borderlns on streams suitable 
for the utilization of wilier power." 


In ISiHI we hud a public denuiln of 


l.lfij.'Jll.'JSH acres. 
We have now 


7;il,;i5-l,OSl acres confined largely to 
(he mountain ranges mid the arid and 
pemiarid plains. We have In addition 
3(i8,035,U75 acres of land In Alaska. 


The public lands iy;cre during the 


earliest admlnlstniUoiite treated as a 
national :issei for ihc liquidation of 
lhe public debt und as a source of re- 
ward 
for our soldiers and sailors. 


Lnler on the.v were donated In large 
amounts in aid of lhe construction of 
wagon ronds and railways In order to 
open up regions in the west then al- 
most Inaccessible. 
All the principal 


land statutes were enacted more (hail 
n quarter of a century age). The home- 
Ktend act, the pre-emption and timber 
culture act, the coal land and the min- 
ing acts were among these. The rapid 
disposition of the public lands under 
the early sintutes and the lax meih- 
ods of distribution prevailing, due, I 
think, .to the belief that these lands 
should rapidly pass Into private own- 
ership, gave rise to the Impression 
that the public domain was legitimate 
prey for the unscrupulous and that It 
ivns.not contrary to pood morals to 
circumvent lhe land laws. This prod- 
lg:il manner of disposition resulleel In 
the passing of Inrge areas of valuable 
land and many of our national re- 
sources into (he hands of persons who 
felt little or no responsibility for pro- 
moting the national welfare through 
their''development. The truth is that 
titles lo millions of acres of public 
lands..were fraudulently obtained and 
thnHhc right to recover a large part 
of such lands for the government long 
since censed by reasem of statulcs of 
limitation. 


Great Public Concern. 


There bus developed in recent years 


a deep concern in the public mind re 
spectlog the preservation and proper 
nse of our natural resources. This has 
been particularly directed toiv.trd th 
conservation of (lie resources of the 
public domain. 
The problem is how 


10 save and how to utilize, hnw u 
conserve nntl still develop, for 
ne 


sane person can contend thnt it is for 
tlie common good that nature's bless 
Ings are only for unborn generations. 


Among the most noteworthy reform.* 


Initiated by my dislingulshed prede 
cossor were tho vigorous prosecution ol 
hind frauds and the bringing to pnblle. 
attention of the necessity for preserv- 
ing tjie remaining public domain from 
further spoliation; for the malnlenane'e 
and extension of our forest resources 
and for tlie enactment of laws amend 
Ing (he obsolete statutes so as to retain 
governmental control over that part oi 
the public domain In which there are 
valuable deposits of coal, of oil and of 
pheispliiite and. In addition thereto, to 
preserve control under conditions f: 
vorable to tlie public of tho lands along 
thu streanis In which the full of wal 
ciiii be made to.generate power to be 
.transmitted hi the form of electricity 
many miles to the point of Its nse 
known ns "water power" sites. 


The investigations Inlo violations ol 


the public land hiws and the prosecu- 
tion of land frauds have been vigor- 
ously continued under my ndminislra- 
tioii,. as has been lhe withdrawal 
coal lands for classification and valua- 
tion and tlie temporary withholding of 
power sites. 


Since 
March 
-1, 1000. 
temporary 


withdrawals of [lower sites have been 
made on 10- streanis, anel these with- 
drawals therefore cover li!2D per cent 
more streams limn were covered by 
(he withdrawals mndc prior to that 
date.. 


The presenl statutes, except so far 


ns Ibex djspose of the precious metals 
and the purely ngrh'iilturnl hinds, nri' 
not Udaplcd. 10 carry out the modern 
view of tin! best disposition of public 
lands to private ownership under con- 
dition's offering em lhe one hand sutll- 


rlciil Inducement to prlvnlo capital to 
tnki' them over for proper develop- 
ment, with rcKlrlctlve conditions on 
Ihc other which slmll secure to the 
iiulillc thnt character of control which 
will prevent a monopoly or misuse of 
[he lands or their product**. 


't'he [lower of lhe secretary of the 


Interior to wllhdraw from the opera- 
lion'of oxlsllng slnlules Inlets of Inud, 
tlie disposition of which, under such 
nl:iInk's would be detrimental to the 
nihllc iiiferest, is not clear or satis- 
factory. 
This power has been exer- 


cised In the Interest of the public, 
with lhe hope Ihnt congress might nf- 
linn the action of the executive by 
laws adnpted lo the new conditions. 
Unfortunately, congress, has not limn 
far fully acted on the recommenda- 
tions of the executive, mid the ques- 
tion ns to what the executive Is lo do 
Is, under lhe circumstances, full of 
difliculty. 


It secins^to me that It Is the dutv 


of congress now, by n statute, to vali- 
date the withdrawals which have been 
made by the secretary of the interior 
mid the president and to authorize lhe 
secretary of the Interior temporarily 
to withdraw hinds pending submission 
to congress of recommendations as'te 
legislation to meet conditions or emer- 
gencies as they arise. 


Should Classify Lands. 


One of the most pressing'needs in 


lhe maltcr of public land reform 
If 


thai lands should be classified accord- 
Inn lo their principal value or use. 
This ought to he done by thnt depart- 
^iient whose force Is best adapted to 
that work. 
It should be done by the 


Interior department through the geo- 
logical survey. 
Much of the confu- 


sion, fraud mid contention which liny 
existed In the pasl has arisen from Ihc 
Jack of an official and determinative 
classification of the public lands and 
their contents. 


It Is now proposed_to dispose of ag- 


ricultural, binds as such and at tin 
same time to reserve for other dis- 
position the Ireasure of conl. oil. us- 
phaltum. natural gas mid phosplmlc 
L-ontnliied therein. This may be besi 
accomplished by sepnrnll'iig Ibe rlKlii 
lo mine from the title to the surface 
giving the necessary nse of so nincli 
of .the latter us may lie required foi 
the extinction of the deposits. 
The 


surface might lie disposed of ns nirrl 
cultural hind under the general agri- 
cultural statutes, while tho coal oi

Government Should Ho!p Settlers. 
One of the dUlicultles which have 


arisen is that too many projects in 
view of the available funds have been | 
set on foot. The funds available under 
tlie reclaiiiiation statute are inadequate | 
to complete these projects u-itliiu a 
reasonable,time. And yet the projects, 
have been begun. Settlers have been 
invited lo take up and in many In 
stances have taken up the public 
land within the projects, relylnp up\in 
their prompt completion. The failure 
to complete the projects for their bene 
lit is, in effect, a breach of failb and 
leaves them in a most distressed con- 
'illtlon. 
1 urge Unit tlie nation ought 


to afford the means to lift them out 
of the very desperate condition in 
which they r.ow arc. 
This condition 


does not indicate any excessive waste 
or any corruption on the parl of the 
reclamation service. 


It only indicates an over/.enlous de- 


sire to extend Ibe benefit of reclama- 
tion to as many acres and as many 
states ns possible. I recommend, there- 
fore, that authority be given to Issue 
not exceeding ?30,000,000 of bonds 
from lima to time, as tbo secretary of 
the interior shall find It necessary, the 
proceeds to be applied to the comple- 
tion of the projects already begun and 
their proper extension and the bonds 
running ten years or more, to be taken 
up by the proceeds of returns to the 
reclamation fund, which returns as 
the years go on will increase rapidly 
In amount.

maintenance of the restrictions ueces- 
sary to prevent monopoly and abuse 
from absolute ownership on tlie oilier. 


These recommendations are incor- 


porated in bills be has prepared, and 
tliey arc- at the disposllion of file con- 
gress. I earueslly recommend lhat all 
lhe suggestions which lie has made 
wilb respect to these lauds shall be 
embodied in statutes, and especially 
that the withdrawals already made 
shall be validated so far as necessary 
and that the authority of lhe secre- 
tary of the interior to withdraw lands 
for the purpose of stibmlltlng reconi- 
moadalioiis as lo future disposition of 
them where new legislation is needed 
shall be made completed and unques- 
tioned. 


Most Maintain Forests. 


The forest reserves of the United 


States, some 100,000,000 acres in ex- 
tent, are under the control of the de- 
partment of agriculture, with author- 
ity adequate to preserve them and lo 
extend tbelr growth so far as that 
may be practicable. 
The importance 


of the maintenance of our forests can- 
not be exaggerated. The possibility of 
a scientific treatment of forests so 
that they shall be made to yield' a 
large return In timber without really 
'reducing the supply has been demon- 
strated in oUier countries, and we 
should work toward tlie standard set 
by them as far as their methods nre 
applicable lo our conditions. 
Upward of 400,000,000 acres of for- 
est loud in this country are In private 
ownership, but only 3 per cent of it 
Is being treated scientifically and with 
a view to the maintenance of the for- 
ests. The part played by the forests 
in the equalization of the supply of 
water on watersheds Is a matter of 
discussion aud dispute, but the general 
benefit t,o be derived by the public 
from the extension of forest lands on 
watersheds and the promotion of the 
growth of trees In places that arc now 
denuded and that once had great, 
flourishing forests goes witboul saying. 
The conlrol to be exercised over pri- 
vate owners in their treatment of the 
forests which they own Is a matter 
for state and not national regulation, 
because there is nothing In the con- 
stitution thnt authorizes ibe federal 
government lo exercise any control 
over forests within a state unless the 
forests nre owned in a proprietary 
way b.v the federal government. 


It has been proposed, and a bill for 


ihc purpose passed the lower house 
In the last congress, that the national 
government 
appropriate 
a 
i-crtnlti 


amount each year out of the receipts 
from the forestry business of the gov- 
ernment to institute reforestation at 
the 
sources 
of 
certain 
navigable 


streams to be selected by the geologic 
al survey, with a view to detcnninbif, 
the practicability of thus improving 
and protecting the streams for fed 
crnl purposes. I think n moderate ex- 
penditure for eachyear for this purpose 
for a period of live or ten years would 
be of the utmost benefit In the dove 
opment of our forestry system. 


Improving Inland Waterways. 


1 coum now tp the improvement of 


the inland waterways, lie would be 
blind, indeed, who did not realize t!:;i 
the people of the entire west, and i-.-pe 
chilly those of the Mississippi valley 
have been aroused to the need there 
Is for the improvement of our inliini 
waterways. 
The 
Mississippi river, 


with the Missouri on the one hand and 
the Ohio on tlie other, would seem to 
offer a great natural'means of inier- 
state transportation and trallic. How 
far,'If properly improved, they would 
relieve, the railroads or supplement 
them In respect to the bulkier and 
cheap- r commodities is a matter of 
conjecture. 
No enterprise ought lo be 


undertaken the cost of which is not 
definitely ascertained and the benefit 
and advantage of which are not known 
and assured by competent engineers 
and other authority. When, however, 
a project of a definite characler for 
the improvement of a waterway has 
been developed so that plans have 
been drawn, the cost definitely esti- 
mated aud the traffic which will be ac- 
commodated is reasonably probable, I 
think It is the duty of congress to un- 
derlake lhe project and make provision 
therefor in the proper appropriation 
bill. 


One of tile projects which answet 


the description 1 have given is thai of 
Introducing dams into the Ohio rlvei 
from I'ittsburg to Cairo, so as lo main- 
lain at all seasons of the year by 
Black waler a depth of nine feet. Up- 
ward of seven of these dams have al- 
ready been constructed, and six are 
under construction, while the lotul re- 


a constnnl depth of six feel, and from 
St. I,ouls to Cairo of a depth of eight 
feet. 
These projects have been pro- 


nounced practical by competent boards 
of army engineers, their cost has been 
estimated, and there is business which 
will follow the Improvement. 


Traffic Is Increasing. 


As these Improvements are being 


made and .the truffle encouraged by 
them shows1-itself of sufficient iinpor 
lance the improvement of lhe Mlssm 
sippi beyond Cairo down to the gulf, 
which Is now going on with the main- 
tenance of a depth of nlue feet every- 
vhere, may be changed to another and 
greater depth If the necessity for II 
hall appear to arise out of the tnifllc 
which can be delivered on the river at 
Cairo. 


1 aui informed that the investigation 


)y the waterways commission In Eu 
-ope shows that the existence of a wa- 
.erway by no means, assures trtiifie 
unless there Is traffic adapted to water 
carriage at cheap rates at one end or 
the other of the stream. It also -up 
pears In Europe lhat the dcplh of the 
ion-tidal streams Is rarely more Ibiin 
six feet and never more than ten. But 11 
is certain that enormous quantities of 
iierchnudlse are transported over tin 
rivers and canals In Germany and 
franco and England, and It is also cer- 
tain1 that the existence of such meth- 
ods of trallic materially affects tin 
rates whlcii the railroads charge, IUK 
it is the best regulator of those rate;- 
:hal we have, not even excepting tin 
governmental regulation through th 
ulerstate commerce commission.

Lhis reason I hope that this congress 
will take such steps that It may
